Included in the current edition of 
Compton’s is the well known “Choice of a 
Hobby” book list, prepared by Anne Carroll 
Moore. Thinking that column readers might 
like to have Miss Moore’s own story as to how 
she made the list, | wired, “How Was THE

reached New York just after Miss Moore had 
left for Maine for her vacation—caught up 
with her in Massachusetts, and brought the 
following characteristic reply:

I believe that this describes any work in the field 
of boys’ and girls’ reading which Miss Moore 
has ever done. She attempts nothing for which 
she does not have a background of personal ex- 
perience. She consults with other specialists, 
but first counsels with the boys and girls them- 
selves. She believes that most children who 
have access to good books develop discriminating 
tastes in reading. She has the utmost respect 
for their opinions and believes that no adult 
has a right to impose ideas upon them. After 
the publication of a book list, Miss Moore 
always replies to editorial congratulation in the 
same way: “Let’s wait and see what the boys 


and girls themselves think of it.” 


Comment 


Questions frequently asked: Why is 
Compton paper so durable?

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Campaign Literature, 1936

{IT USED to be the fashion to bewail the lack of popular interest in important 
political issues, but nowadays there is more often fear lest the interest will be 
more intense than intelligent. Sometimes this increased popular concern with 

politics is attributed to the troublous nature of our times; recently the New Deal 

has been credited and sometimes blamed for it; but whatever the cause it is an 
undoubted fact. A partial explanation may be found in the theory, advanced by 

A. N. Holcombe in his book The New Party Politics (Norton, 1933. $1.75), that 

| political alignments in this country are shifting from the sectional basis usual in the 

nineteenth and early twentieth centuries, to a class basis, characteristic of a society 
in which class distinctions, formerly faint and fluctuating, are becoming fixed and

stratified. Class politics naturally engage the lively interest of more people than

This article was planned to help librarians meet this increasing interest by listing 


the more important publications along the whole range of the political spectrum. 
Unfortunately in many cases official party publications have not appeared at the

time we go to press. We can only indicate therefore the sources by which they may 


> [be expected to be issued, and devote most of our space to already published material 
which will throw light on the background of the campaign. 


New Deat THE CENTER OF CoNTROVERSY 
The New Deal is after all the central issue in the campaign, central because 
the alternative platforms and programs may most conveniently be distinguished 
from each other by their different attitudes toward the New Deal itself.

It is almost impossible to find a really unbiased factual account of the New Deal. 
> Perhaps there is nothing better than the special section of the June 10 number of 
the New Republic entitled Balance Sheet of the New Deal. Judgment is passed 
© on each phase of the administration program; the verdict is on the whole some- 
what unfavorable. 
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The best explanations and defenses of the New Deal are those written by lead- 
ing members of the administration. Secretary Ickes’s The New Democracy 
(Norton, 1934. $1.50) and R. G. Tugwell’s The Battle for Democracy (Columbia 
univ., 1935. $3) are general statements. Donald Richberg tells the story of the 
NRA in The Rainbow (Doubleday, 1936. $2.50), and he sponsors and perhaps 
wrote a clever book Guilty! the Confession of Franklin D. Roosevelt, by “A 
Friend” (Doubleday, 1936. 50c.), in which the President is pictured as confessing 
ironically to many excellent faults. Secretary Wallace describes the AAA in New 
Frontiers (Reynal & Hitchcock, 1934. $2; paper, $1); he is probably the most 


persuasive and philosophic writer in this group. 


Unofficial defenders of the New Deal include D. C. Coyle who advocates 
government spending in Brass Tacks (National Home Library Foundation, 1935. 
25c.), and Chester T. Crowell, for a while a treasury official, who praises the mone- 
tary policy in Recovery Unlimited (Covici, 1936. $1.50). Ernest K. Lindley’s 
Halfway with Roosevelt (Viking, 1936. $2.50), to be published late in August, will 


probably be a warm but sober defense of his friend. 


The New Deal was for a year or more marvelously successful in holding the 
loyalty of both conservatives and liberals. But since 1934 there has been steadily 
increasing dissatisfaction in both camps. The critics of the right have made the 
Constitution and the Supreme Court their rallying cry and have been particularly 
indignant at the “extravagance” of the administration. David Lawrence in Nine 
Honest Men (Appleton-Century, 1936. $1.50) and the late James M. Beck in his 
forthcoming The Menace to the Unton (Macmillan, 1936. $3), exemplify the 
constitutional attack on the New Deal; they are answered by Secretary Wallace 
in Whose Constitution? (Reynal & Hitchcock, 1936. $1.75) and by Irving Brant in 
Storm over the Constitution (Bobbs-Merrill, 1936. $2). These books, which are 
mutually indebted, approach the question historically, arguing that propertied 
people have interpreted the Constitution always in whatever sense is favorable to 
their interests. The constitutional issue is raised, but not paramount, in Ogden 
Mills’s Liberalism Fights On (Macmillan, 1936. $1.50). Perhaps the most able 
and fully reasoned attack on the New Deal from the right is that of Lewis W. 
Douglas, for a time President Roosevelt’s budget director. In The Liberal Tradt- 
tion (Van Nostrand, 1935. $1.50) he contrasts liberal democracy with the New 
Deal trend toward collectivism, without however distinguishing between different 
kinds of collectivism. In his pamphlet There Is One Way Out (Atlantic, 1936. 
15c.) he urges balancing the budget by reducing expenditures. Another New 
Deal friend turned enemy is James P. Warburg. In Hell Bent for Reelection 


(Doubleday, 1935. 50c.) he finds in certain amiable weaknesses of the President 
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the root-evil of the New Deal. A colorful red, white, and blue pamphlet issued 
by the Republican National Committee summarizes all the objections to Mr. 
Roosevelt: Promise and Performance (The Committee. Free). 


Attacks on the New Deal from the liberal and radical left have been just as 
bitter and perhaps more various than those from the right. Among the more 
important books are Mauritz Hallgren’s attack on the man Roosevelt, The Gay 
Reformer: Profits Before Plenty Under Franklin D. Roosevelt (Knopf, 1935. 
$2.75); a devastating economic analysis by Benjamin Stolberg and W. J. Vinton, 
The Economic Consequences of the New Deal (Harcourt, 1935. $1); a broad 
study of trends in After the New Deal, What? by Norman Thomas (Macmillan, 
1936. $2.50); and finally at the extreme left, the incisive speeches and articles of 
Earl Browder in What Is Communism? (Vanguard, 1936. $2). Features of the 
indictment drawn up by these writers are: lowered real wages, a vacillating labor 
policy under which company unions have flourished, restriction of production in 
agriculture and manufacturing, confused and inadequate relief policies, and the 
“fraudulent” social security program. 


Tue Major Parties 


Both the Democrats and the Republicans will issue campaign textbooks 
similar to those of previous presidential years. These will probably be substantial 
volumes of some hundreds of pages, containing speeches, the platforms, and 
numerous articles, with indices. They will be offered for sale, but will probably 
be free to libraries. 


The Democratic National Committee has headquarters in the National Press 
Building, Washington, D. C., and at the Biltmore Hotel in New York City. 


The Republican National Committee headquarters are in Chicago, Railway 
. \ . . . r ~ . 
Exchange Building; eastern headquarters are in New York at 41 East 42d Street. 


Tuirp Party MoveMENts 
The American political scene has been periodically enlivened and complicated 
by third party movements of one kind or another. This election year is no 
exception. Discontent with both the major parties is perhaps more widespread and 
deep-seated than ever before. Several groups are attempting to organize this dis- 
content into new political alignments. 


Leading in the news is the Union party, with Representative William Lemke 
of North Dakota as its candidate. The party is a strange amalgam, headed by 
Father Coughlin, the Rev. Gerald Smith, Huey Long’s political heir, and Dr. 
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F. E. Townsend. It has issued no literature as yet but plans to get out a hand- 
book. Headquarters are in Chicago, 188 West Randolph Street. 


A Farmer-Labor party, based upon the trade unions, farmers’ organizations, 
and other working-class groups, is growing rapidly in many sections of the 
country, although it has been decided not to put forward presidential candidates. 
Its platform is definitely class conscious without being revolutionary. 4A Labor 
Party for the United States (sold by F. J. Gorman, United Textile Workers, 701 
Carpenters Building, Washington, D.C., 1936. 5c.) explains its aims; Mary Van 
Kleeck’s Creative America (Covici, 1936. $3) sets forth its underlying philosophy. 


Labor’s Non-Partisan League has seemed a hopeful sign for many who have 
been calling for a labor party. Its support of President Roosevelt in this election 
is set forth in He Fights for Labor (The League, Willard Hotel, Washington, 
D.C. Free). The League plans to continue as a political organization after the 
election, and may support Farmer-Labor parties. Its leaders are also leaders of the 
Committee for Industrial Organization, the members of which have been 
suspended from the American Federation of Labor for undertaking a vast organ- 
izing campaign in steel, automobiles, rubber, and other industries. This whole 
complex situation is loaded with dynamite and may yet become a campaign issue 
of primary importance. It has been excellently analyzed by Louis Stark, labor 
reporter for the New York Times, in a short pamphlet Labor and the New Deal 
(Public Affairs Committee, National Press Building, Washington, D.C. n.d. 1oc.). 


Tue Lerr Wine Parties 


The Socialist party in 1932 issued an excellent Official Campaign Handbook 
which was sold for toc. Such a Handbook will be issued this year about September 
15. Presumably it will be sold at a similar price. Headquarters are at 549 Ran- 
dolph Street, Chicago. The party is putting out a weekly campaign magazine, 
The Socialist Call (21 East 17th St., N.Y. 50c. for 22 issues). 


The Communist party is at date of writing the only party which has already 
published its principal campaign literature—a series of inexpensive pamphlets. 
The Communist Election Platform (1c.); Acceptance Speeches of the Communist 
Candidates (1c.); Democracy or Fascism; Earl Browder’s Report to the Ninti 
Convention of the Communist Party (5c.); and Who are the Americans? by Ear! 
Browder (1c.). The pamphlets are all published by the Workers Library Pub- 
lishers, P.O.Box 148, Station D, New York City. The Communist party, offering 
its own candidates for president and vice-president, supports the Farmer-Labor 
party locally wherever one has been formed, and opposes especially the Union 
and Republican parties, regarding both as dangerously fascist in tendency.
